Baycol Drug Recalled by FDA
     The U.S. Food and Drug Administration
announced Aug. 8 that Bayer Pharmaceutical
Division is voluntarily withdrawing the cholesterol-
lowering medication Baycol from the U.S. market
because of reports of a sometimes fatal side effect
called rhabdomyolysis, a severe adverse reaction
involving muscle tissue.
     Europe Regional Medical Command officials
are urging all patients using Baycol to return the
medication to their local pharmacy and exchange
it for another cholesterol-lowering drug. Baycol is
also known by Lipobay in Germany and by the
